The Dependable Mr. Lewis 
Tile economic fate of the United States Is in the 
soft, white hands of a group of men discussing work­ 
ing term s for the coal industry after government seiz­ 
ure ends, at the end of tills m onth. Some of these men 
represent ownership. 
The others represent 
United 
Mine Workers. 
Ownership has been robbed of most of its power in 
this kind of a discussion, because it is trying to deal in 
a highly competitive industry with a labor monopoly 
bossed by an individual—John L. Lewis, chief of U nit­ 
ed Mme Workers. In this capacity, Mr Lewis has been 
thoroughly dependable over a long period of years; lie 
never missed a chance to use ills economic power to 
th e hilt. More th&n any other one man in the union 
(movement, lie has given the United States reason to 
question the practices of 
labor 
monopoly; 
to 
ask 
w hether labor monopoly is less dangerous th an any 
o th er kind of monopoly. Ills ruthless em ploym ent of 
ills power to stall industry even in w artim e has fur­ 
nished the strongest incentive for revision of 
laws 
which never were intended to give unregulated power 
to individuals who happened to hold key positions in 
unionism. 
Union propagandists are trying to convince the 
public th at revision of labor laws is a plot to kill the 
labor unions. They know th a t isn t true. They know 
the revision is to curb the power of a few union bosses 
to make or break the United States—men like John L 
Lewis. No one else has it. No one else Is asking for it.

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The Hazard Factor 
Last w eeks disastrous plane crashes are a ttrib u t­ 
able to no single reason. Two planes hit m ountains; a 
bomber blew up on a runway: two p lan ts collided in 
air; in South America, tm nsport plane crash-landed 
sifter hitting a buzzard, and a freak gust of wind is 
blamed lor the crash which killed 40 at La G uardia 
Airport, New York. 
As long as m en venture into the air — and they 
a ren ’t likely to change their habits in the foreseeable 
future—there will be aviation accidents. W hat goes up 
m ust come down, and if there is hum an or m echanical 
failure for a moment, gravity will exact its inexorable 
toll. 
In this respect, plane accidents differ from those 
of surface transportation. Prewar railroad accidents 
were so rare the hazard factor had been reduced vir­ 
tually to zero—and doubtless it will be again when 
m odern equipm ent is in use on all the roads. 
Airlines, too, can reduce their toll, but, operating 
in a third dimension, they have a larger hazard factor, 
m ore unpredictable circumstances which m ay send a 
plane plum m eting to earth However airlines will have 
to cut th at factor to an absolute m inim um —m uch 
lower than a t present 
if they are to keep their share I 
of the transportation blini nee*. 


Destiny — In Conference 
Almost daily attention to the work of conference 
com m ittees hammering out agreements on tax and 
labor law revision has been as good as a course iii 
civics to Americans who are vague about m e way Con­ 
gress works. 
A conference committee is an arbitration board that 
settles disputes between the House and Senate Few 
bills come out of Hie House .md Senate in the sam e 
form. Somehow, their differences m ust be reconciled. 
Tile conference committee, made up of the congress­ 
men who know mast about the bill. goes to work at th at 
point. The late George Norris, who made a study of 
such things during his years in the Senate, called the 
conference com m ittee system a "third house of Con­ 
gress”—and, in effect, it is 
T his th ird house has produced bills cutting income 
taxes $4,000,000,000 a year starting July I and curbing 
union extrem ism —both considered impossible earlier in 
this session. These are m ajor accomplishments. 
They 
would have been impassible without conference com ­ 
m ittees, possibly the most ingenious device ever used 
to smooth out apparently irreconcilable difference: 
The success of conference com m ittees in Congress is 
approbation are needful.
